ney’s failure to accompany the presi­ 
dent and cabinet to A tlanta. 
W hen 
Mr. Olney was elevated to the first 
place in the cabinet to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Judge Gresham, 
th e president was thoroughly fam iliar 
w ith his views on foreign affairs. 
He 
had had two years’ association with

him at the cabinet table, and had lis­ 
tened to his opinion upon the Monroe 
doctrine and questions of foreign pol­ 
icy. I t is therefore 
unreasonable to 
suppose th a t either Mr. Olney, who ac­ 
cepted the state departm ent portfolio 
fully aw are of the president’s views 
on affairs of state, or th at the presi­ 
dent, who thoroughly understood him, 
should find cause for disagreem ent in 
a subject which has been 
discussed 
over and over again since Mr. Cleve­ 
land was first inaugurated

1885. 
T his rum or is undoubtedly in line with 
th e sensational dispatches which have 
recently been sent broadcast over the 
country concerning 
developments 
in 
th e Venezuela boundary dispute, and 
is generally accepted here as having 
no m ore foundation.

W o n d e r f u l P la n t. 
The "goose plant,” one of nature’s 
strange and marvelous productions, is 
the most rare and unique botanical odd­ 
ity known 
to 
the 
naturalists. Its 
home is in the superheated ooze of the 
Amazon river swamps, and but one 
specimen of it, that exhibited at the 
World’s Fair two years ago, has ever 
been seen on the North American conti­ 
nent. It is so scarce that even in Brazil 
it is considered a wonder of wonders, 
and those who were fortunate enough 
to get a glimpse of the specimen in the 
Jackson park collection may congratu­ 
late themselves on having seen some­ 
thing that would have been a first-class 
surprise to a native Amazonian. The 
“geese” which grow on this remarkable 
plant are real geese, as far as appear­ 
ances go. In the full-grown plant they 
have well-formed bodies 
of 
goosely 
size, shape and color; breasts appar­ 
ently formed to stem buffeting weaves, 
and necks and heads which so exactly 
imitate those of a real goose as to al­ 
most make animated nature ashamed 
of herself. 


Bovines 
That 
Excite 
Callosity Among Travelers. 
One of the greatest curiosities among 
the domesticated anim als'of Ceylon Is 
a breed of cattle known to the zoologists 
as the "sacred running oxen.” 
They 
are the dwarfs of the whole ox family, 
the largest specimens of the species 
never exceeding 30 inches in height. 
One sent to the marquis of Canterbury 
in the year 1891, and which is still liv­ 
ing and believed to be somewhere near 
IO years of age, is only 22 inches high 
and weighs but 109^ pounds. In Cey­ 
lon they are used for quick trips across 
the country with express m atter and 
other light loads, and it is said that 
four of them can pull a driver of a two­ 
wheeled cart and a 220-pound load of 
miscellaneous m atter 60 to 70 miles a 
day. They keep up a constant swing- 
ng trot or run, and have been known 
to travel IOO miles in a day and night 
without either feed or water. No one 
knows anything concerning the origin 
of this peculiar breed of miniature cat­ 
tle. They have been known on the 
sland of Ceylon and in other Buddhistic 
countries for more than a thousand 
years. One story told to account for 
their origin is to the effect that they 
were originally cattle of the ordinary 
height and bulk; that a Buddhistic 
priest was once imprisoned in a stone 
building, one-half of which was used 
for a cattle stable. During the night 
he managed to dislodge one of th® 
stones in his prison wall. The stone 
in question was exactly two and a half 
feet square. 
It was almost daylight when this 
apostle of Buddha felt the air rush 
through the opening he had made and 
realized that he was all but free. He 
knew that he would be unable to get 
out of the enemy’s country on foot, so 
he prayed that he might be provided 
with a beast of burden that would safe­ 
ly carry him to the homes of the follow­ 
ers of Buddha. No sooner had he done 
this than one of the large oxen which 
had been quietly feeding in a stall at 
his side walked leisurely to the 30-inch 
square opening and miraculously passed 
through it. The priest followed and 
mounted the now sacredly dwarfed 
beast and was soon safe in his own 
country. Since that time, so the story 
goes, there has been a breed of "sacred 
running oxen” in Ceylon, which never 
grow too tall to pass through an open­ 
ing the size of that made in the prison 
wall by Buddha’s representative on the 
night when he miraculously escaped on 
the back of the first of the famous 
d barfed oxen.

The Cussedness o f a Turkey. 
"‘Yes, that old turkey gobbler was the 
cunningest bird I ever saw,” said the 
old farmer, meditatively. “He certain­ 
ly had a streak of the Old Nick in him, 
but for all that I hated mightily to kill 
him. If he hadn’t been so dowuright 
malicious I wouldn’t have cared. But 
that tracking up the piazza settled it. 
I had a hundred turkeys, but I never 
saw one of them on the front porch be­ 
fore that time. I had the porch paint­ 
ed. The second coat had just been put 
on. I was across the road iii the barn 
when I saw the old gobbler f tart at one 
end of the porch and run across its en­ 
tire length, followed by every one of the 
others before I could stop them. The 
painting had to be done all over again. 
I couldn’t be persuaded that that pesky 
gobbler hadn t acted from pure cussed­ 
ness, so I killed him. Since that time 
none of the turkeys hare ever been seen 
on the piazza.” 


Do Not Come Up All at Once, 
T hey Grow Forever. 
In last Sunday’s Times there ap­ 
peared an article on the cultivation of 
mushrooms. It was thought that the 
subject had been fully treated, but the 
writer failed to mention the length of 
time mushrooms will bear after the 
spawn has matured. 
A correspondent, having asked for 
information on the matter, is informed 
that mushrooms do not come up all at 
once, nor d<j> they grow forever. If the 
spawn is good and planted early in 
September, from four to five, and some­ 
times six, weeks will expire before the 
first crop of mushrooms makes it ap­ 
pearance. The first crop will grow for 
two or three /weeks, then the mush­ 
rooms will thin out, and a slight dress­ 
ing of fresh loam, about half an inch in 
depth, should be spread over the bed. 
When this coating has been beaten 
down with a spade, the soil should be 
gently moistened with tepid water, and 
in a day or two a second crop of mush­ 
rooms (often better than the first) can 
be gathered. The second crop of mush­ 
rooms may last for three or four weeks, 
and about the latter part of Decem­ 
ber the spawn will be found to have ex­ 
hausted 
itself, 
and 
fresh 
manure, 
fresh spawn, and fresh loam must be 
procured for the formation of new beds 
if another crop of mushrooms is de­ 
sired. 
To grow 
mushrooms success­ 
fully great care must be taken to obtain 
fresh spawn, which can be bought in 
all the horticultural stores. But if the 
cultivator wishes to make his 
own 
spawn, he can do so by following these 
directions: 
Take equal portions of 
horse dropping, cow dung, and fresh 
loam, and mix the whole thoroughly 
together, as you would make mortar. 
Then form the matter into cakes about 
the size of a large brick. Place thesa 
bricks on edge under cover until they 
become half dry, then insert into each 
brick a piece of spawn half an inch or 
so square, and let the bricks remain 
until they are quite dry. Then spread 
about eight inches of horse dung over 
the floor of the shed, on which build 
the bricks in a pile, keeping the side 
in which the spawn has been put up­ 
permost. Then cover the pile of bricks 
over with sufficient stable manure, so 
as to give a gentle heat, not exceeding 
IOO degrees, through the whole. In two 
or three weeks the spawn will have 
spread itself through the whole mass 
of each brick, and will be ready to 
plant at any time during the winter.
